QUESTION. 


Thcrofis a solution to tbe transporta- 


tatlon problem that has not been rmichi 
thought of, but which scorns \to ui; to 
go far toward a completo ipttlemcnt. 


The problem, stated briefly, is this: 


How shall wo, atyhe least expense, ex- 
change the staples which wo grow for 
tho manufactures which wo.^ced ?, Of 
cdutWtliere is but-orioinuswer.thit id- 
mito-'of-immediate »pplio»tion i-reduoe 
thc.frcight Uriffv >B,ut there is another 
answer, which, if'more remote in its 
application, will bo more Bnlutary and 
permanent; bring the. staples nnd man- 
ufactories nearer together;- There is 
only onowny to ;do thin, -We cannot 
carry our fertile1 soil to': I'ranec, 'Eng- 
land, Massachusetts, Connecticut,: and 
Now:York;';but wo can adopt a policy 
which will gradually but surely attract 
hither manufactories to supply us with 
ulmont all wo need. There'ire some 
tilings that cost nothing oralmosl'ncxt 
to nothing for freight, suoh'as jewelry; 
knick-knacks, toys bijouterie] and these 
fancy articles in which'tho French so 
excel. We shall continue to buy most 
of ;tho8o abroad. 
But wo ought to 


manufacture as near our Western -firms 
as 'possible, all nrticlcs of utility and 
necessity, all solid fabrics,' till- tools or 
implements that are bulky nnd'expen- 
sive.
